Hitherto, what was known, ‘as 
“safe conduct” payments to both 
troops and. pirates -for non- 
molestation, “local export levies'’ 
and other unauthorised collections 
have been made on livestock pass- 
ing along’ the river... The total} 
amount of these levies works out 
at rbout $10 per crate of chickens. 
This means that Hengkong has 
been shouldering, on every West 
River bird consumed here, ‘about 
seven cents per pound to pay these 
legal taxes.
